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1. In the spring of 1947 a joint Yugoslav-Russian navigation company known as
JUSPAD was formed, under the agreement that Yugoslavia would furnish the
ghips and crews, while Russia would furnish the necessary capital. While
the company existed, Russia supplied no money whatsoever and Yugoslavia
suffered great financial losses. When JUSPAD was dissolved, all of the
ships, particularly the barges, were in extremely bad condition. In the
surmer of 1949 the Yugoslav company JDRB, which had originally been the
Yugoslav section of JUSPAD, tock over the whole fleet.
